Give us 
a live town, a water works town,, 
in which to make a living, please. 

Waste water full of deadly pois 
on. infections and offensiveness is 
in all towns without water and cit- 
izens rejoice when the washing 
rains come, but how much better 
it would be to have water works 
that the streets may be flushed 
and the filth washed into the 
streams. Water works is a neces- 
ity and so is a system of sewerage. 

These men who are loud about 
waste matter would not have 
wa'ter from any point. They 



would die from an obifox 
ious disease rather than pay for 
the cleansing element. Pure water 
for drinking and cooking and soft 
water for boilers and bath rooms 
must be had and Slate creek is the 
place to get it. The poor want 
comforts. They will have them 
and never fail to pay for them. 
They are reqnired and do pay 
cash for them. They do not get 
anything free, they do not want 
anything free for free luxuries do 
not last, even when donated by 
the rich. Again, when we pay 
water plant it is ours. If it 
$75,000 that is what" we pay 
for it, and just remember there is 
an annual saving in every tow 
with water works; that in twenty 
years it would aggregate 
amount sufficient to over-bal;
